Fruit and Vegetable 
Drying Series 


BY OBOROK MARTIN, 


(United Press Staff Correspondent.) 


W ashington, August € 
In this ar­ 
ticle we outline some of Uncle Sam's 
ideas on drying methods for various 
products. 
In drying sw eet corn, s e ­ 
lect very young, tender corn and pre­ 
pare it right after gathering. 
Cook 
in boiling water two to live minutes, 
cut 
kernels 
from 
cob 
with sharp 
knife, not cutting bits of Hie cob. 
Spread til in I y on trays and place to 
dry. 
Stir it occasionally 
till 
dry. 
Dry in oven IO to I f» m inutes and 
finish drying in the sun. 
A pun lid 
of dried corn to a dozen ears is a 
good yield. 
After dry, pack in car­ 
tons a few days for conditioning. 
Select string or snap beans in ideal 
table condition. 
Wash, remove stem. 
tip and strings. 
Cut or break into 
pieces Mi 
lo I 
inch long. 
Or run 
them through the slicer. Very young, 
tender beans will dry whole. 
Cut 
your beans rather than snap them, 
Thread them into necklaces on coarse 
strong thread and hang over stove or 
in the sun. 
Dry young beans two 
hours, older ones three hours. Wax 
beans are dried in the same manner. 
Condition them as you do corn. 
For 
lima beans, take them from pods, r e ­ 
move surface moisture and dry from 
3 to 3 H hours 
This same method 
answers for other beans. 
It also in ­ 
cludes cow peas or other field peas. 
Dry young, tender okra pods whole. 
Older pods should be cut into 1-4 
inch slices. 
These may be strung 
as with string beans and hung over 
the stove, 
lf so dried, heat in oven 
before hanging up. 
Peppers may be dried by splitting 
on one side, removing seed, drying 
in the air and finishing the drying 
in the drier at 140 F. 
A more satis­ 
factory plan is to place peppers in 
biscuit pan In oven and heat until 
skin 
blisters, or steam 
until skin 
softens, then take out seed and dry 
at 110 to 140 F. 
For beets and turnips, select young 
tender, quickly grown ones. 
Wash, 
peel, slice about 1-8 Inch thick and 
dry. 
Slice carrots lengthwise, avoid­ 
ing those with large, woody cores. 
Parsnips, kohlrabi, celeries and sal­ 
sify are handled the same way. 
Select mature onions, remove pa­ 
pery covering, cut off tops and roots, 
•lice Into 1-8 Inch pieces and dry 
quickly. 
Store in a light-proof con­ 
tainer to avoid discoloration. 
Leeks 
are so handled also. 
Select well de­ 
veloped cabbage, remove loose leaves, 
spit cabbage, 
remove 
woody core. 


aliet* with kraut slicer and dry. All 
these products should be conditioned 
For spinach, remove leaves from 
roots, wash carefully, slice and spread 
on trays and dry. 
Treat parsley th* 
same way. 
For beet tops, Swiss chard and c el­ 
ery should be in condition edible a* 
greens. 
Wash 
carefully, cut 
boti 
leaf stalks and blade Into 1-4 Inc ii 
sections, spread and dry. 
Choosey oung. succulent rhubarb 
Don't use the leafblade. 
Prepare ai 
for stewing, by skinning and cut 
ting to 1-4 to 
inch lengths. 
Select sound, well matured Irish 
potatoes. 
Wasli and boil or stean 
until 
nearly done. 
Peel 
and 
pass 
through meat grinder. 
Collect the 
shreds in layers on trays and dry ur 
til 
brittle, 
lf 
toasted 
slightly flu 
oven when dry tile flavor is improved 
Or you may boil, slice and dry. Dan 
die sweet potatoes tile same way. 
Or 
boll and slice. 
Clean cauliflower, divide Into small 
bunches, blanch six minutes, and dry 
2 
to 3 
hours. 
Don’t 
worry 
lf it 
turns dark in drying. 
Handle bru 
sells sprouts the same way, but adc 
a pinch of soda to the blanching wat 
ef. 
For pumpkins and squash. Belee 
sound, grown specimens. 
Cut Int 
strips, remove all seeds and so fte n e r 
around them. 
Cut strips Into piece 
and dry. 
Be sure to condition a1 
these things. 
Celery tops, parsley, mint, sage and 
herbs need not 
be 
blanched, 
but

Remove atone-, cut fruit In 
half or smaller and spread on trays 
pit sides up. 
Turn over later. 
Plums and apricots are not peeled 
but are pitted and halved and dried 
as are peaches. 
Select medium rip 
plums. 
Small, 
thin 
flesh 
varieties 
are not suitable. 
For cherries, remove stems and, if 
fruit is large, also pits. 
Spread on 
trays and dry. 
Small, black cherries 
can be dried whole. 
If they are seed 
ed there will be a loss of juice.

If yon were to 
turn by hand a train of gears which 
Instead of having a reduction of four 
to one had, on the contrary, a stepped 
up ratio of one to four you would no­ 
tice tile difference In pressure require*! 
to turn the gears.

Tho canso of hard starting with n 
flooded motor Is that a mixture too 
rich to Ignite Is drawn Into th** cylin­ 
ders—that F, there Is not suffl* lout air 
mixed with tho gasoline vapor. Turn­ 
ing the engine over a few times will 
relieve the trouble. 


Should ail starter and motor arma­ 
tures have an air space around them 
and not touch as the armature in the 
magnate? 
Magneto armature# do not touch any­ 
thing. 
Neither do those of motors or 
generators. 
They could not u p ra te lf 
they did. 


Will you plaaaa auggeet a method of 
sealing a frost crack in a cast water 
jacket? 
There ie a double crack en 
the lower aid# and a single crack on 
the upper extending hsrixentally along 
the center. 
Th# inside af the eytindar 
ie not injured. 
I understand that a 
saturated solution of sulphate of cop 
par, blue vitriol, will de the wark, but 
do not know tho proportions. Can you 
tall ma? 
V most satisfactory method of rust­ 
ing up a cracked cylinder la to use sal 
ammoniac. Take half a pound of pul 
verised sal ammoniac, mix It with half 
a gallon of water and boil. 
Four this 
into the cylinder jacket and let It stand 
overnight, 
Drain this out on the fol 
lowing mom Ing and allow* the jacket 
to staud idle for a day, during which 
time the rusting to (111 the crack should 
take place. 
Blain ammonia has been 
used, but not wit# so great success 
When used a pint of pure ammonia la 
mixed with a pint of w ater, or double 
quantities lf desired, and the jacket 
(Hied. 
It should be allowed to stand 
for a couple of days at least, when the 
jacket Is drained and an opportunity 
left for the rusting to take place. 
A 
50 per cent solution of ammonia will 
also serve. 


My batteries run down vary quiekly 
I usa them only to start th# mater, and 
than I switch to the magneto, and they 
play out vary fast.

what causa* this? 
This la usually caused by a abort 
circuit in the Ignition wiring or switch, 
or, lf a storage battery, it may be due 
to sulpbated plates. 


What Is wrang when advance af the 
spark laver ta the top of the sector cut# 
off the currant to the plug*?

lf the car bas magneto ignition it 
might be due to w e a k magnets, or It 
might be caused by a week coll, wheth­ 
er you have magneto or' battery l6*d- 
tlon.

Why ie it datrimsntal to a storage 
battery to take solution from one cell 
and put it In another? 
When the solution In the cells of a 
storage battery gets below the top of 
he plates under normal conditions the 
loss of electrolyte Is due to evaporation 
of the w ater. The acid does not evapo­ 
rate; hence all thut Is needed la the ad­ 
dition of more pure water to bring the 
gravity of the solution to Its correct 
amount.

which press against the clutch fingers 
the trouble will probably be overcome. 
It la also possible that the screw which 
preesee against the cam on the low por­ 
tion of the hand laver Is set up too 
high and so doe* not allow the clutch 
to engage properly when the lever la 
down. 


When the engine of my car Ic Idle 
there ie a constant dripping from tho 
carbureter, but when running there ie 
net any. The aor Ie all right otherwise 
and pulls well. 
I have to ohut off tho 
gasoline et night. 
Cen you tell me 
what the trouble might be? 
The trouble la either due to the float 
valve ueedle not seating pronely or to 
the float being saturated with gaoo- 
lina, and so not floating high enough 
to property operate the needle valve, 
fie# lf dirt la under the valve, and then 
see if the float Ic saturated with gaso­ 
line. 
If It la dry It out In the sun, and 
then give It a coating of shellac. 
Be 
cartful not to bend die arm which 
holds the needle, 
lf this does not help 
try grinding In the valve with jewel­ 
ers’ red or rouge mixed with oil.
